Government Cost 
к Now Alarming 


Unless somebody or some or­ 
ganization takes the lead to check 
government spending and stop 
the creation of new taxes and 
adding to those we already have, 
this country is headed for bank­ 
ruptcy and will drag private busi­ 
ness down with it, says D. Charles 
Clarke, of Comanche, who is an 
expert on business finances. 
Mr. Clarke handed us the fol­ 
lowing clipping from The Texas 
Tax Journal: 
Are We Getting Our 
Money’s Worth? 
John T. Smith, editor of the 
Texas Tax Journal, gives out some 
figures on taxation that should 
make 
voters 
stop 
and 
think. 
Without quoting the figures for 
each year a.s Mr. Smith gives them 
it is well to note that taxation 
in Texas has jumped from $14.- 
954.917 in 1915 to the astounding 
figure of $154.120.031 in 1937. 
Bringing the figures up to 1930 
we find that the tax revenue for 
the State that year was $107,- 
789.998. 
In other words it is costing us 
forty-six million dollars more to 
run the government in 1937 than 
it wid eight years ago, and a 
hundred and thirty-nine million 
more than it did in 1915. 
As a rule figures are not inter­ 
esting. but with the present clam­ 
or for more taxes they should be 
of interest to every property own­ 
er in Texas. 
Frankly we do not believe Texas 
is getting its money’s worth. Any 
private business showing a like 
increase in expenses would have 
gone by the way long ago. 
Under our present set-up taxa­ 
tion is afst becoming confisca­ 
tion. No business can endure un­ 
der such a load. It is time to 
stop and think.—Athens Review. 


Judge Delivers 
Worthy darge, 
Says Dr. Gray 


“The charge delivered to the 
grand jury by District Judge R. 
B. Cross was a master piece and 
contained so much true philosophy 
that I wish every one in the 
county could have heard It,” sold 
Dr. A. J. Gray, veteran physickm 
of Comanche Monday. 
The charge in part follows: 
“We are a fortunate people 
here in Comanche County and la 
this section of our State. We are 
far enough away from the laage 
centers of population as not to be 
very much affected by organized 
crime. For this we should be truly 
thankful. We have, in the main, 
a good body of citizenship. One 
of the best ways to keep it that 
way is for a grand jury of twelve 
men to meet twice a year and 
check over the conduct of the 
citizens and make report thereof 
to the court. But let s not make 
a scare-crow of the law sitting'it 
up to the fear of the birds Of 
prey and letting it keep one shape 
till custom makes It their perch 
and not their terror. We should 
enforce the law with such cer­ 
tainty and swiftness as to com­ 
mand the respect of those whe 
love it and with enough severity 
and uniformity as to place fear 
and dread in the hearts of thoee 
who hate it. 
“We would probably all agree 
that we have too many laws. 
We’ve laid down too many rules. 
Consequently the result has beea 
that many of these rules of con­ 
duct are being violated with im­ 
punity. This, I fear, is one of the 
main causes that brought on what 
seems to be, among many people,
